book very hieivily for two days, then reiove it, taking the 
lace from the linen very carefully.

In this situation, what 
Lord John Russell has got to do is to preserve the 
peace of Europe, By earnestly forwarding this he 
will constitute himself the exponent of the spirit 
of the times and of the disposition and actual 
interests of his countrymen, and will succeed in 
raising the mere party of which he has previously 
been the head to the imposing position of anation’s 
representative, 

On Tuesday a very interesting discussion took 
place on the occasion of the Bishop of Exeter pre- 
senting a petition praying for the repeal of so much 
of the statute of the 25th Henry VIII. as renders 
deans and chapters and bishops liable to the penalties 
of premunire, This, we trust, will be the last de- 
monstration of High-Church desire for supremacy, 
which of late has so threatened the settled and, 
we may add, time-honoured institution popularly 
known as “ Church and State.’

PORTRAIT OF THE LATE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY, 


THE LATE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTER- 
BURY, 

We last week gave a brief memoir of the late 
estimable Primate; and we now (with a Portrait, 
and View of his Seat at Addington-park) continue 
our remarks, chiefly derived from the London Tele- 
graph, 

On being elevated to the episcopal bench, his 
consecration was attended by some circumstances 
of peculiar interest. The Queen (Charlotte), who 
had never witnessed the sacred ceremony, expressed 
her wish to be present. Accompanied by the Prin- 
cesses Augusta and Mary, she proceeded to Lam- 
beth Palace on the appointed day, where Dr. 
Sutton, then Archbishop of Canterbury, received 
the royal party, and conducted them to the chapel , 
where the service was performed. The attendant 
bishops were those of Gloucester and Oxford, the 
former of whom read the ee the latter the 
Gospel ; the sermon was preached by Dr. Goddard, 
late Master of Winchester. In 1814, having com- 

leted the primary visitation of his diocese, Dr, 
Lowley delivered his charge, which, at the request 
of the clergy, was published, Some remarks which 
he made upon Socinianism called forth an angry 
reply from Mr. Belsham, the celebrated Unitarian 
minister, in which his lordship was accused of 
inculeating doctrines more allied to Popery than 
to the free and inquiring spirit of Protestantism, 
But neither to this, nor any other attack made upon 
him, did the bishop publish any answer. On the 
18th of January, 1816, the day appointed for a 
general national thanksgiving, a public service was 
held at the Chapel Royal, Whitehall, and the two 
eagles captured at Waterloo deposited in that 
building with great pomp and ceremony, The < 
ukes of York, Kent, and Gloucester were present, } 
and the sermon was preached by the Bishop of ¢ 
ndon; the text selected on the occasion was § 
from Psalm xx, 7,8:—Some trust in chariots, ? 
and some in horses; but we. will remember ne 
name of the Lord our God. They are brought 
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down and fallen; but we are risen, and stand up- 


right.” 


In 1816 Dr, Howley assisted at the marriage of 
the lamented Princess Charlotte with the present 
King of the Belgians. 

On the occasion of the illness of the Duke of 
York, the Bishop of London was sent for at the 
express request of his Royal Highness, who begged 
that the prelate might come in quietly, so as not to 
excite observation, as he wished the service to be 
simply that of the communion, and not as avisit to a 
sick person. The bishop received the communica. 
tion with much emotion, and at the time appointed 
had a private and satisfactory interview with the 
royal sufferer ; after which the sacrament was ad- 
ministered, His Royal Highness expressed himself 
“‘much pleased with the bishop’s mild and en- 
couraging discourse,” After this his lordship had 
free admission to the duke, and prepared his mind 
for that awful change which was slowly but cer. 
tainly approaching. On the last occasion of ad. 
ministering the sacrament the bishop was extremel 
and painfully affected. In July, 1821, he assisted 
at the coronation of George IV, Since his trans- 
lation to the see of Canterbury, in 1828, ti}] his

The precise period at which lace was invented is 
uncertain, but it appears to have been about the 
sixteenth century. The French dictionaries and 
glossaries of the beginning of that century, those of 
Nicod, Monnet, and Henri Etienne, all anterior to 
the first editions of the French Academy, do not 
contain the word dentelle. Roland, who wrote on 
the different arts and trades, in “L’Encyclopédia 
Methodique,” says that the earliest work which is 
known _ on_ lace is of the sixteenth century; this 
is a collection of old drawings, which shows what 
little progress taste had made at that time. Its 
title is—

art must have then been generally practised, for it 
seems to have been chosen to characterise the em- 
ployment of youth, The place where, is as un- 
certain as the time when, it was first made, If the 
word dentelle be French, and not derived from any 
other language, or first originated in the Low Coun- 
tries, we may suppose that it is the product of one of 
these nations; but then, again, by the names given 
it in other languages we are authorized to suppose 
that the invention took birth in Belgium ; there is, 
therefore, nothing certain on the subject. It was 
in the reign of Henry VIII. that persons of high 
rank in England began to wear lace ; but we can 
see from its coarse quality how imperfect the art 
was at that period. A short time after there ap- 
peared two new kinds of lace, designated, no doubt, 
on account of their imperfection, and the cheap 
price at which they were sold, bisette and gueuse, 
and were adopted by the lower orders. Not long 
after, the manufactories at Brussels, Venice and 
Genoa began making the mignonnette, the campane, 
and, finally, the guipure, to which last, silk, gold, 
and silver lent their lustre ; these were succeede 

by the point de Venise and the point de Genes. 
The patterns of the guipure made at that time 
resemble very much those of the lace which at 
present bears that name, and which fashion has 
again honoured with her capricious favour. It is 
very strong, and formed of threads interwoven fan- 
tastically one with another, jmitating the. revival 
of architecture, which must certainly have inspired 
the inventor of this lace with the idea. | The 
ancient guipure was mixed with silk cartisane ; 

this cartisane was a very fine and pliable vellum 
which covered the silk, but they were soon obliged 
to desist from using it, as it altered in the washing, 

and completely spoiled and deranged the pattern, 

Tt was first made in pieces of different sizes and 


dimension, according to the use 
be applied; the narrow long bands took the name 
of téte-de-more, or Moor s-head.

Cuarce or BurGLARY AND RopBpery 
AGAINST A TRADESMAN.—-A_ hairdresser and per- 
fumer of Worcester, named Millward, carrying on 
business in Angel-street, has been committed by the 
magistrates sitting at the public office, Palace-yard, 
on two charges of burglary and robbery. The evi- 
dence taken, on a previous examination of the ac- 
cused, was very voluminous ; but the following is a 
concise narrative of the circumstances connecte¢ with 
the charges. Onthe night of the 20th of January two 
daring robberies were effected, one at the town of 
Stourport, and the other at the village of Ombersley, 
situate equi-distant between that town and Worcester. 
The Ombersley robbery was effected by the entrance 
of the thieves through a window of the premises of 
Mr, Lane, grocer and draper, which, having been 
forced open, afforded free access to Mr. Lane’s stores 
of goods. The booty taken consisted of shawls, 
dresses, stockings, hats, and a canister of tea, the 
total value being about £40, On the same night same 
things were stolen from the carriages waiting for com- 
pany attending Stourport ball; and as it was pretty 
clear that both robberies were effected by the same 
parties, the police were soon on the scent and suc- 
ceeded in capturing the prisoner. The evidence 
brought against him went to prove that on the night 
of the robbery he was seen driving in a phaeton from 
Ombersley to Stourport. The party passed through 
Hartlebury turnpike towards Stourport, between one 
and two o'clock in the morning. They were seen in 
the house where the ball was held at Stourport in the 
course of the night, and they passed back again 
through the Hartlebury gate about four o'clock the 
same morning. In the course of a few hours after- 
wards they presented themselves at two pawnbrokers’ 
shops in Birmingham, where they pledged articles 
consisting of gown-pieces, shawls, handkerchiefs, 
wrappers, and dresses, upon which they obtained the 
gum of £2. 10s. Subsequently, on searching the pre-~ 
mises of Mr. Whittaker, landlord of the George and 
Dragon Inn, Worcester, the police found other of the 
stolen goods, including the tea-canister, concealed in 
a hayloft. These were supposed to have been placed 
there by Mr, Whittaker’s son, a companion of Mill- 
ward's, who has been absent ever since the robbery, 
He has been traced to London, The prisoner Mill- 
ward will be tried at the Worcestershire Lent assizes.;

Ton.—-As acheese-factor was walking from Adlington 
to Macclesfield, he was stopped, only a few yards 
from the railway-bridge at Adlington, by two 
men, resembling hawkers, cach of whom presented a

and the landlord instantly mounted his horse and rode 
after the fellows, giving the hue and cry as he rode 
along, till many joined in the chase. He rode up to 
the men, but they presented their pistols at him, and 
said if he did not leave them alone they would settle 
him. On this he desisted, having no aid near; but on 
pees a place where two brothers, quarrymen, named 

Wyatt, were at work, they joined in the chase, and 
after a run of about three miles from the place where 
the fellows attacked the cheese-factor they were over- 
taken by the Wyatts at a place called Bann Fold, in 
Potshrigley. Urged by others, the Wyatts attempted 
to close with the ruffians, in doing which each of the 
highwaymen fired at and shot his captor. The elder 
brother, Thomas Wyatt, who is about forty-five, was 
wounded in the arm, a pistol ball of large size passing 
quite through his arm, and fortunately just missing the 
bone and the large muscles. The younger brother, 
William Wyatt, aged forty, received a still more seyere 
and dangerous wound, the bali entering the body just 
above the stomach, where, glancing off some bone, it 
made its way through the abdominal muscles, and 
penetrated to the upper and outer part of the right 
thigh, where it was found lodged about half an inch 
under the skin.

THe AVENGER.—CouRT - MARTIAL ON 
Lieutenant Rookg.—A court-martial assembled on 
the 3st ult., on board the Trafalgar, to try Lieutenant 
Rooke and the survivors of the Avenger, for the loss 
of that ship on the Sorelle rocks, off Galita, on the 
20th of December, 1847. The court lasted two days. 
The prisoners were honourably acquitted, and Lieu- 
tenant Rooke was highly complimented by the court 
for his skill and gallantry in reaching the shore in a 
small boat, and saving even four lives. 


Sure Fever.—The British ship India, Cap- 
tain Gray (late Thompson), arrived at New York from 
Liverpool on the 22nd ult., after a passage of fifty- 
seven days. Captain ‘Thompson died of the ship fever 
on the lth, and during the passage thirty-nine of the 
passengers died of the same disease. ‘The first officer 
of the ship and a large number of the passengers were 
still sick, When the India left Liverpool she had 
270 passengers, 


Dear or A Fottower or ABp-EL-KaApER. 
In the night of the 5th an agha of regulars, in the 
suite of Abd-el-Kader, and related to him by birth or 
alliance, died at Fort Lamalgue, Toulon. From the 
report of the medical officer on duty, he died from suffo- 
cation, The Arabs, when living in their tents in the 
winter, are accustomed to’keep large fires alight in 
them during the night, and those in Fort Lamalgue 
used charcoal for the same purpose, and it was by the 
side of a brazier of charcoal that the agha, who, when 
he retired to rest, was in perfect health, was found 
dead in the morning. He was buried on the 8th, in 
the cemetery of the Jews, with great pomp and cere- 
mony, according to the Mahomedan religion. Abd-el- 
Kader attended the body to the gate of the fort.— 
Galignani. 


Tue Suprosep Case or Dearu rrom 
CuLorororm.—We have already given an account of 
a case that occurred near Newcastle, in which a coro- 
ner’s inquest brought in a verdict ‘of « Death from 
congestion of the lungs from chloroform inhalation.” 
The case has excited no small interest among the pro- 
fession and public, On meeting his class in 1 the Uni- 
versity, Professor Simpson, who had received an 
account of the inquest, took this, the earliest oppor- 
tunity he had, of commenting on the case, and clearly 
showed, from the published and official details, that 
the unfortunate patient, a girl of fifteen, was destroyed 
by artificial choking, or asphyxia, and not by y chloroform 
inhalation. The professor pointed out, in the first 
place, the small dose employed, and the fact that at 
the time of the Operation, and immediately after it, 
the girl was not in a state of very deep anwsthesia, as 
she kicked and moaned, and her breathing and pulse 
were unaffected, While still torpid and lethargic, 
however, and perhaps in a state of fainting after the 
operation, the surgeon unfortunately filled th ie patient’s 
throat and mouth with water an brandy, with the 
intention of reviving her; but this fluid she was inca- 
pable of swallowing in her partially faint and anms- 
thetic state. Consequently, at the first returning 
attempt at inspiration, a quantity of the fluid entered 
the throat, and the patient was instantly and fatally 
suffocated, She was choked or asphyxiated, by her 
respiration being prevented by the layer of fluid placed 
over the top of the windpipe ; and to produce this suf- 
focating or drowning effect in her then torpid state, it 
mattered not whether the layer of fluid were ten lines 
or ten fathoms in depth; whether it merely covered 
and submersed the opening of her windpipe, or covered 
and submersed her whole body. She was directly as- 

hyxiated, or drowned, by a sufficient quantity of 
iquid being placed for this effect over and around the 
entrance of the larynx. He concluded by stating that 
he had the satisfaction of believing that, by saving 
much human suffering and agony, chloroform had 
already saved much human life. “Such a case as the 
present was well calculated to teach a salutary degree 
of caution; but it would and could do no ultimate 
injury to the general adoption and spread of the prac- 
tice of anwsthesia.

Fara. ErrecTs FROM THE ABUSE OF CHLo- 
ROFORM.—A melancholy and fatal accident has just 
occurred in the cit of Aberdeen from the habitual use 
of chloroform. The facts are these:—Soon after 
Professor Simpson’s discovery was made known, 
Arthur Walker, a young man in the employ of Messrs, 
Souter and Shepherd, wholesale druggists, havin 
occasionally to weigh out a portion of the chloroform, 
found himself so exhilarated under the effects of the 
vapour that escaped, that he was tempted to use it on 
his handkerchief as if it were eau de Cologne, until a 
habit was formed which became a species of intoxica- 
tion. His father, who was foreman on the establish- 
ment, on being made abaueuied with these circum- 
stances, endeavoured to dissuade the lad from such a 
pernicious practice, but without effect, and then it was 
soon observed that his nervous system began to give 
way. Last week he was left in the warehouse with a 
younger boy, and about midday, having 
ounce of chloroform to order, could not resist. the 
opportunity of inhaling a dose, Haying got very ex- 
cited, his companion was rather alarmed, and, knowing 
that he got violent when any attempt was made to re- 

rove him in such a state, he was pleased to see him 

ay his head quietly down on his arms resting on:the 
table. He was in this state when the principal clerk 
entered the warehouse, and, on his father being called, 
it was found as he lifted his head that life was gone, 
Medical assistance was speedily procured, but, though 
the jugular vein jn the neck was opened, no blood 
came. This case will, we trust, not only act as a 
warning against the use of chloroform by any person 
unless under the eye of a physician, but should also 
lead chemists to allow no inexperienced person to 
make it up.

Skirts are of 
moderate length, ‘The waists are long; very fre- 
quently a ceinture is worn, consisting of a ribbon 
folded narrow round the waist and fastened by a buckle 
in front. For outdoor wear, during the winter Beason, 
convenience suggests the adoption of plain skirts in 
preference to those that are flounced, or, indeed, much 
trimmed in any way. Figured poplin 4s a favourite 
material for outdoor dresses at the present season, 
Velvet, ornamented with soutache embroidery, is like- 
wise much worn; and tartan satin is exceedingly 
fashionable, 


Ball dresses are trimmed with bows of ribbon, 
flowers, and coloured blonde. They are out low in 
the corsage, and are finished with berthes of blonde or 
lace, The sleeves are rather long, and are very full 
trimmed. The waists are long, and the corsageés are 
frequently pointed behind as well as in front. Two 
or three jupes, one above another, and yery full, are 
still highly fashionable, 


Tarletane, embroidered in colours, is a material 
very generally employed for young ladies’ ball dresses, 
Dresses of tarletane muslin are frequently trimmed 
with borderings of coloured velvet in very bright 
tints, and cutout in flowers and foliage: Tulle, 
spangled or sprigged with gold or silver, has been in- 
troduced for ball dresses, but it is worn only in very 
full parure, These dresses are perfectly fairy-like in 
their effect at candlelight, During the present winter 
it has been fashionable to wear in front of the corsages 
of ball dresses two or three ornaments of hijouterie, 
Sleeves, though not worn so short as last season, aye 
frequently gathered upon one side by a brooch or 
agrafe. Some of these newly-introduced ornaments 
are most tasteful and elegant specimensof the jewellor's 
art. 


Several tasteful evening coiffures, by the same 
modiste, are also worthy of notice, One was a dem|» 
cap composed simply of folds af pink and green blonde 
and on one side a bonquet of moss-roses surrounded 
by a profusion of foliage. Another was a round cap 
of lace, trimmed with hows of velvet in bright shades 
ofcerise.

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HINTS TO YOUNG MOTHERS 
ON THE PHYSICAL MANAGEMENT OF CHILDREN,

It is generally supposed that one of the greatest 
trials of infancy is the process of dentition, or teeth- 
ing, But this is avery natural development; and, 
if the child be in perfect health and properly 
managed, is accomplished without much pain or 
constitutional disturbance, Unfortunately, it is 
seldom that such wise care or calm attention is 
paid by mothers, as would secure their offspring from 
the general disturbance of the system during den. 
tition, which neglect or error is sure to occasion, 
We would observe, however, as an apology for 
mothers in general, that this unhealthy condition 
is most frequently induced by over-indulgence, or 
too anxious an interference with symptoms which, 
under the circumstances, are rather to be desired 


excessive action in the gums, which is the real 
cause of all the pain and irritation, Thus a salutary 
diarrhaa will be sometimes checked to the serious 
injury of the little patient’s bodily health and com. 
fort, and not unfrequently a little restlessness jg 
cotiverted into convulsions by not allowing children 
the opportunity of recovering spontaneously from 
any trifling interruption in the various functions 
of the body that may occur at this time. It is our 
opinion, indeed, that, if they were left somewhat 
more to themselves and nature, we should hear 
much less than we do of the sufferings of children 
whilst cutting their teeth, 

Dentition usually commences about the fifth or 
sixth month, though in infants of extremely deli- 
cate constitution teeth will not appear sooner than 
ayear, or even a year anda halt. Ricketty chil- 
dren are sometimes extraordinarily backward in 
cutting their teeth, At this time it will be observed 
that the infant suddenly becomes peevish and fret- 
ful, Its fingers are constantly in the mouth, as if 
the gums suffered from pain or an intolerable 
itching, and a copious flow of saliva seems to be a 
source of considerable relief. In cases where 
greater irritation is occasioned by dentition, the in- 
fant will start from its sleep, moan, or scream sud+ 
denly, indicating paroxysms of pain; in the inter- 
vals between which it dozes restlessly, or when 
awake exhibits an unusual heaviness or disposition 
to sleep. The gums now become swollen and in- 
flamed, and, in some sad instances, fever, thirst, 
congestion of the brain, and convul-ions occur, 
which, if not relieved, terminate fatally, or else 
occasion that dreadful disease, water on thre brain. 

In these cases lancing or scarifying the gums is 
exceedingly beneficial. After this operation the 
infant soon falls into a tranquil slumber and wakes 
in perfect health, This, indeed, appears to be the 
natural remedy, and, as it is not at all painful, 
should be always adopted, We, however, object 
to the common but unwarrantable practice of cut- 
ting the gums from one side of the jaw to the 
other, A crucial incision over the projecting tooth 
only is necessary, and a serious evil frequently 
follows the neglect of this recommendation, for 4 
too early or too extensive an incision is apt to heal 
over, and the cicutrice that ensues being denser 
and thicker than the integuments in a nutural 
state, a corresponding difficulty of course ig expe- 
rienced when the later teeth are actually about to 
be cut. The operation, however, will be performed

ALLEGED FORGERY OF A WILL. 

An the Mansion-house Lieutenant Peregrine soe | 
of her Majesty’s navy, was charged with having Aa 
awill. ‘Vhe prisoner, a lieutenant in the navy; nad 
the command of one of the mail-packets between 
Liverpool and Dublin, His brother, Lieutenant Wm. 
Bower, R.N., went abroad some time ago and died at 
Zaipa, in China, at the age of thirty-two, in March, 
1816. Before he left this country he made a will, 
which was proved by the executor. After this will had 
been adimitted to proof, however, another will was 
produced by the prisoner, purporting to bear date the 
16th of March, 1846, by which all the property of the 
testator was left to the prisoner. The second will ap- 
peared to have been made in China, and was attested 
by two witnesses, John Bell and John Wood. The 
prisoner made a claim as sole legatee, and in the course 
of the proceedings at Doctors’-commons he himself 
appeared and represented that he was John Wood, 
one of the above-named witnesses to the will.—Mr. 
Charles Ford, clerk of the Registry-office at Doctors’- 
commons, produced the second will, and also an affi- 
davit made by the prisoner before the surrogate, m 
which he declared that the will produced was made by 
his brother in China, and sent over to England by a 
person who had been his companion abroad.—Mr. 
John Mundell, proctor at Doctors’-commons, and Mr. 
Edwin Edwards; examiner, gave evidence that they 
had seen the prisoner examined, and that he ha 
signed the name of the witness, John Wood; that at 
the time he personated John Wood he wag dressed as 
a common sailor, and appeared to have a great dea 
more hair upon his face than he had at present. 
paper was then produced which was found in the pos- 
session of the prisoner, and which after his apprehen- 
sion he endeavoured to destroy; on this paper some 
one had been practising the signature of John Wood.— 
Joseph Headington, a City policeman, deposed. ea 
consequence of the information he had received 1e 
followed the prisoner after he had been at Doctors 
commons, where he had personated John Wood, an 
saw him go to the Cross Keys, in Wood-street. He 
came out in a short time dressed in a different manner, 
and having a carpet-bag in his hand. The prisoner 
got into an omnibus, and witness followed and sat be- 
side him. He then managed to form an acquaintance 
with the prisoner, and continued it afterwards in the 
railroad train until they reached Liverpool, where he 
took him into custody. Upon being told that he was 
charged with having forged a will for property to the 
amount of £2000, the prisoner said the charge was 
very serious, but he knew nothing about the offence.
